 RESEARCH QUESTIONS 
 
I. ARTS:   Arts are said to be a reflection of society as well as an influence on society.  Consider the arts (in general or 

choose one of the arts—music, visual art, theatre, or dance) and their role in the history of the United States.  
Following the events of September 11, 2001, there was a huge display of patriotism.  Similar displays have continued 
through the war in Iraq.  This display of patriotism has been evident in many events in the history of this country and is 
sometimes countered by an anti-patriotic display.  The arts appear to be at the center of many such displays.  Over the 
years have the arts influenced or been a reflection of this patriotism and in what ways?  Trace this from the early years 
of our nation to the present listing specific events and describing the role of the arts in these events. 

 
II. LANGUAGE ARTS:  During the 1920’s, an important literary group called the Fugitives began at Vanderbilt 

University.  Research the Fugitives and write a paper the considers these points: 
1. What was the philosophy of the Fugitives and how did it influence literary movements of the period? 
2. Name and describe briefly the major members of the Fugitive group. 
3. Select one of the Fugitives and discuss one or two of his works (poems, probably) and show how those works 

reflect the philosophy of the movement. 
4. In a final paragraph, draw some sort of conclusion about what you found out. 
 
NOTE:  You may use as many resources as you like, but NO MORE THAN ONE SOURCE MAY COME FROM 
THE INTERNET. 

 
III. SCIENCE:   The field of biotechnology and genetic engineering has already made a significant impact on modern 

society; from agriculture to medicine and pharmaceutics.  Despite all the successes of biotechnology, there is a 
significant concern regarding the safety and ethics of utilizing genetically engineered products.  Discuss the pros and 
cons of the use of biotechnology with specific reference to (1) medical applications-the ethnical ramifications or 
eukaryotic genetic engineering and (2) agriculture – the safety issues regarding the production of genetically modified 
foods. 

 
IV. SOCIAL STUDIES:  Formulate and defend a theory describing why the United States joined the United Nations in 

the Gulf War.  Utilize political and/or historical events in defense of your essay, and recognize cultural and economic 
influences as well.  Additionally, postulate a current position the United States should embrace when dealing with the 
United Nations, and Iraq. 

 
V. TECHNOLOGY:  Through a power point presentation trace the history of computers from ancient times to the 

present.  Document your presentation through a narrative and include all files necessary to your presentation to be 
viewed.  Include a hard copy of the presentation.  A CD will be acceptable. 

 
VI. VOCATIONAL:   Describe what is meant by “The New Economy” and research how it relates to your chosen 

vocational program area.  Include:

    Technology 
    Worker behaviors 
    Training/education needed 

 
VII. MATH:   Pascal’s Triangle contains many patterns which are related to various aspects of mathematics (such as the 

number of subsets of a set, binomial coefficients, Fibonacci numbers, Triangular numbers, Sierpinski Triangles…just 
to name a few).  Describe with words and drawings at least five of the patterns and relationships that your research 
helps you discover. 
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
